constitution plan tor the selection ot 
members of the house so that

county will have one representative 
and an additional one if its population 
It far enough in excess of the average 
to merit it, there would be an Increase 
of fifteen members in the house.

limit of 130 members on the 
lower 


house, but It is not necessary to have 
that number.

Washington, Feb. 22—William L«ri- 
?r, of Illinois, stood up in the senate 


of the United SWtfs today and mad» 
answer to the attacks which have l>een 
made upon the purity and validity of 
his election by the legislature of bis 
state as a senator of thf United States. 
The floor of the senate was crowded, 
far beyond the custom in that august 
chamber, usually the 
very home of 


decorum; the galleries were packed. 


Mr. Lorimer stood at the desk of 


Senator Tnllaferro, a democrat, while 
speaking. This Is located near the 
center aisle of the chamber where the 
speaker could face the republican side. 
During practically nil of his speech lie 
directed his arguments at 
his own 


party associates, for it \vas from them 
that came the most personal speeches 
in support of the charges of bribery. 


He spoke with notable calmness, but

His face, always rather 


colorless, was unusually pale. Practi-

PAVEMENT COSTS 


HALF MILLION 


According to the City Engineer's Re- 


port the City Has Expended 


$439,704.85. 


Huntington. Ind.. Feb. 22.—Nearly a 


half million dollars has been expended 
by Huntington 
residents In paving 


streets. This is a fact brought out in 
a report just completed by City En- 
gineer Wagoner covering 
the street 


improvements since the first pavement 
was put In on William street in 1892 
During the seventeen years which have 
elapsed since the first dirt street was 
covered with brick, the total of sums 
expended on different 
thoroughfares 


reaches $439,804.85. This is considered 
unusually high for a city of 10.000. 


The combined length of sections of 


various kinds of street pavements in 
Humlnston is 12.6 miles. This figure 
compares very favorably 
with those 


of other cities of the same size In 
Indiana and the excellent condition of 
the city's streets will continue to be 
a big drawing cnrfl. 
Jefferson street 


has the longest continuous stretch of 
pavement. This street is covered with 
brick which was put in in three sec- 
tions. 
From the corporation line on 


North 
Jefferson 
street 
to 
Amiss 


street on South Jefferson is a length 
of about a mile and a quarter, 0,737 
feet, most of which is paved. 


• 
Jinny interesting points are brought 


out In the table prepared by Mr. Wag- 
oner. 
William ana Washington share 


the distinction of being constructed 
in 1RS4. 
Jefferson was paved from 


Tipton to Salnmonle avenue the fol- 
lowing year. Not,until 1S9S was other 
than brick used as paving material.

1902 when Wilkerson and Matilda were 
covered. 
This was also the greatest 


single expenditure, the figure reaching

Greatest expense for street improve- 


ment in any one year was in 1!)OS when 
a republican council spent 508.311.44 on 
five streets. ' The average for the last 
seventeen' years has been 
$25,SI>4.S5. 


After the paving was started in 1S93, 
the first and only one in which no work 
was done was in 1901. During the last 
year, a total of 3.463 feet of asphalt 
have been put in at an expense of $21,- 
803.75.

PROTECTING THE PEOPLE. 


' Oregon has a primary law under which election of 
United States senators by direct vote is approximated. 
It has worked well and enabled the people of Oregon 
to send Hon. Miles• Poindexter, rippingest of insur- 
gents, .to the upper body of congress despite the an- 
tagonism of powerful interests and the hostility of 
tremendous political influences. 
Looking on, Iowa 


aspired to be similarly fixed. The appointment of a 
standpat gentleman to succeed the great progressive, 
Dolliver. and being itself long and apparently hope- 
lessly deadlocked on the senatorship, the legislature 
copied the Oregon primary law. Governor Carroll, 
the standpat executive who appointed the standpat 
senator to succeed the progressive Dolliver. has ex- 
amined that primary bill. He finds it lias more hole,; 
than a Swiss cheese. Besides it purposes a cowardly 
evasion of express prescriptions and injunctions of 
the federal constitution. In such case and situation 
there was nothing for an honest, patriotic and right- 
spirited standpat governor to do but veto the meas- 
ure, which the governor did at once and with volumin- 
ous assignment of. reasons.. .Whereupon, we see in 
the great and good governor of Iowa a patriot of 
sterling brand, a hero of Spartan fortitude, a Roman 
who is the noblest of 'cm all. And if the people of 


• Iowa want such a law let 'em get the legislature io 
hurdle the veto if they think the governor hasn't gnt 
that body sufficiently hobbled. The moral of all which 
is that standpattism in general and at large is doing a 
deal more sparring for wind than rrmst look comfort- 
able to the complete outsider to whom standpattisvp 
is interesting only as a betting proposition. 


Throughout the land today eulogy of Washington 


will rise and without stint and without blame the 
Father of His Country will be presented in glowing 
hue. All of yhich and more lie deserves. Yet posterity 
owes but one debt to Washington and that is to pre- 
serve the ideals for which lie fought and . which lie 
caused to materialize in a nation, a government and in- 
stitutions such as mankind never before had known. 
That we meet once a year to glorify him and his 
greatness docs us credit, but it does not prty the debt 
we owe to such heroism of sacrifice as his. A gov- 
ernment just, a government pure, a government demo- 
cratic—these were Washington's ideals. 
Have we 


kept coming up to them ? W'ith now and then the laspes? 
of poor frail and erring mortals we hav, kept coming 
up to them first rate, but not perhaps as well as we 
might have done nor nearly so well as we mean to do. 
The moral impulses are at work now as never be- 
fore and while the millenitim of our government and 
institutions may be far enough away, we are going 
faster in the right direction than perhaps ever before. 
Washington's day saw much upon which the school' 
histories are silent and not .even the Father of Hi's 
Country escaped criticism, denunciation and even 
calumny. 
Tie was not allowed to escape the neigh- 


borhood verdict of his parts and his conduct: his 
views and his statesmanship did not command the 
unanimous approval of contemporaneous as they have 
of history and posterity. But nevertheless Washing- 
ton was all we have- been fond of thinking him, and 
he grows greater as he recedes.

dred thousand. It was then that the real immigration 
movement began. 


From, about the middle of the century, down to 


1885, the. immigrants came almost entirely from Eng- 
land, Ireland, Germany, Norway and Sweden, and in 
that year the immigration from 
Austria-Hungary, 


Italy and Russia, combined, was less than half as 
great as that from Germany alone. During 1910 the 
immigration from the three countries was twenty 
times as great as the immigration from Germany, and 
four times as great as the combined immigration from 
England. Ireland. Germany. Norway and Sweden. A 
remarkable change in th immigration, too, is notice- 
able during the last thirty years. Earlier in. the three, 
decades it was almost entirely from northwestern Eu- 
rope, but now it is largely from southeastern Europe. 


It is also noticeable that the immigration in 1910 


was considerably larger than in 1880. but what inter- 
ests the American is that those countries which fur- 
nished America with most of the immigrants clown to 
1885 contributes a constantly decreasing proportion, 
while- the volume of the stream is more than main- 
tained from southeastern Europe.

(which is the same thing) a million 
dollars a day, over three hundred mil- 
lion dollars a year. 


"Under Wall street rule our railroads 


have practically lost their autonomy 
our railroad presidents and managers, 
are no longer big, free-handed men as 
of old, but have become servants, all 
top docile, of the magnates. The mag- 
nates are interested In railroads not to 
make them efficient, economical car- 
riers of freight and passengers, but to 
use them as assets in their exciting but 
expensive games of high finance.' Mr. 
Brandeis pointed out to me that two 
of the worst and most wastefully man- 
aged railroads that come 
into New 


.York city are under the absolute con- 
trol of a great banker whose name 
makes Wall street tremble. 


Mr. Brandeis estimates that, in the 


comparatively small item of lubricat- 
ing oil, our railroads waste two mil- 
lion dollars z. year because Wall street 
influences them to buy their oil from 
Standard Oil interests, in spite of the 
fact that 
independent refiners would 


gladly sell them an equally good arti- 
cle for less' money. Such independent 
concerns have learned long since that 
even the most favorable bids against 
the firmly intrenched Standard will not 
be considered. 
."Of course two millions is nothing in 
the huge annual budget of our rail- 
roads—it i? like the loose change that 
a clerk spends on picture shows. Yet 
a, hundred thousand weary commuters 
must deny themselves twenty dollars 
each in order to raise two million dol- 
lars, twenty dollars each that they 
might keep if Standard Oil did not need 
the money. 


"When it comes to the purchase of 


steel and iron Mr. Brandeis declares 
that the sinister 
influence 
of Wall 


street costs our railroads tens of mil- 
lions a year. 
See how beautifully it 


works'. Wall street, controls the great 
steel trust 
and could, if it pleased, 


force it to sell its rails and other 
American products to American rail- 
roads at a fair price, say at the same 
price that it makes for tha same rails 
to foreign railroads. But why do that 
when, by holding up steel and iron at 
exorbitant rates. Wall street can milk 
the road? of millions? 


'If one asks why our railroads do not 


combine together .and 
force lower 


prices 
from 
the steel rompanie*. as 


they 
could 
easily do. the answer is 


again—Wall street Look over the di- 
rectors of the sreat steel corporations 
and you will find that forty of them 
are also directors in no Irss than fifty- 
two railroads, including the most im- 
portant systems. 


"The fact is Wall street controlling 


both buyer and seller, manipulates the 
prices and purchases of steel and iron 
to suit Its own pocket And when one 
remembers that one-third of all the 


•tonnage of all the steel mills in- the 
country is represented by railroad pur- 


, chases, one sees how very well suited 
the Wall street pocket must be! 


"The people In Immediate charge flx 


prices as they' are told by Wall street 
to flx them, and tha railroads pay with- 
out protest what Wall street tells them 
to pay. Thus the stockholders, and the 
public are taxed Immense sums, for ail 
that Wall street milks out of the rail- 
roads by juggling sales and purchases 
of Iron and steel is remilked out of the 
general public in raised rates and less- 
ened dividends."
